States, the assessed value of real perty the 
last vear was over a thousand millions of dol-

How shall this science best be learned? There 
are three methods: The private study of books; 
the advice and aid of practitioners, amid the 
bustle and iaterruptions of practice, and the 
teaching of public schools. 

The inadequacy of the first is obvious; the 
disadvantages of the second are too painfully 
known to all of us who studied in that way; the 
third is beyond question the most efficient and 
couplete. There is as much need of public 
schools for the law, as for any other science, 
There is more, for the greater the science, the 
greater the need. Above all others, this science 
vo Vast, so comprehensive, so complicated and 
various in its details, needs to be studied with 
a'l the aids, which universities, professors, and 
libraries can furnish. 

Where else so readily as here, will the stu- 
dent obtam a view of the law as a whole, und 
ofall its parts in their several relations and de- 
pendencies; here, where are collected the rec- 
ords of the science, where there are professors

taken, no journey made, but with the law in 
view. No man walks abroad in the morning, 
or lies down to sleep at night, or takes his bride 
to the altar, orlays his child in the cradle, but 
under the law’s protection. This science there- 
fore is equal in duration with history, in extent 
with all the affairs of men. 

But we can measure it best by tracing its pro- 
greas. When men dwelt in tents and led a pas- 
toral life, their laws might doubtless have been 
compressed in a few pages. They had, of 
course, some part of our law of personal rights, 
the law of succession, and of undaries be- 
tween the occupiers of pastures. This 
was the condition of the race in the primitive 
ages, and is even yet the condition of some 
parts cf it. The Laplander in the North, the 
Bedouin in the South, the Nomadic tribes which 
roam over Central Asia, our American Indians, 
and the Southern Africans, are in this condi- 
tion. The Bedouin encamps upon the edge of 
the sand, or along the deoclivities of 
fie movntans, bis tenis, his flocks and 
his seanty list of clothing and 


utensils being his only wealth. When 


dead man is gathered to his fathers, and the 
rocession has dispersed, his kindred will re- 
turn to his tenantless mansion to read his will, 
or to learn if he has left the disposition of his 
estate to the general laws of succession. Then 
comes into operation that long chapter of laws, 
regarding the distribution of the property of 
the dead, tes'ate or intestate; the validity and 
interpretation of wills, the fact of marriage, 
the legitimacy of the children, the death of 
absent.

A correspondent writing from the Minnesota 
mine, under date of Sept. 11th, says: 

“ Yesterday we had a hailslorm here that for 
violence has never been equaled. The hail fell 
thick and beavy for abont twenty minutes, some 
of the stones being seren inches in circumference, 
and weighing four ounces, The storia then 
abated for a time, and those who had the lights 
of glass in the windows of their houses broken, 
proceeded to replace them by others; but 
their haste availed them nothing, for a second 
storm came .on fiercer than the first one. 

It lasted for about half an hour, and the glass 
that was not demolished by the first storm had 
tosuffir One piece of ice was found that 
weighed ba fa pound. The effects of the storms 
were only felt wi hio a small space, as in places 
one mile distant from this no hailstones feil. At 
this mine, and in the immediate neighborhood, 
I should think three thousand panes of gla-s 
have been broken. The stones entering through 
the windows, destroyed mirrors and earthen- 
ware, and damaged furniture. But the greatest 
damage done has been tothe gardens ; eabbages 
were cut in pieces small enough for “ krout;” 
tomatoes were knocked off the vines and 

unded to a jelly; pumpkius were skinned, aud 

saw three that were split in halves, as if done 
with a knife; carrots, beets, onions, pg 
and potatoes were actnally beaten out of the 
ground and so nearly destroyed that they are 
useless, except to feed cattle. I cannot yet say 
how much damage has been done, but hear of 
one individual who has lost nearly three hand- 
red dollars in garden stuff, glass and furniture. 
This is probably the greatest individual loss in 
the township. This morving the sky looks 
clear, and people are beginning to think that 
nature is going to fall back imto ber regular 
course once more. The face of the country has 
a wo-begone appearance, the soil looking like the 
bed of a river, for where there was loam yes- 
terday, there is — but vel to-day. 
The trees are stripped of more than half their 
follage 


The Thugs of the Rocky Mountains-

On Thursday evening last, we received a cell 
from Messrs. William Taylor, Daniel Kelly and 
Amos and Norman Reid, who have just returned 
from the South Park.

It is said that a corps of 
Pontifical troops, * 8,006 men of all 
arms, and commanded by General Kalbermat- 
ten, had left Pesaro, and was near Cattolica, 
preparing for an engagement.

The Government, 
to allay the agitation, has just issued a notice 
which neither demes nor affirms the 
‘tact, but advises the people to have 
confidence in the measures adopted by the 
authorities, and cautions them not to be 
alarmed by exaggerated statements propagated 
by the enemies of the present order of things. 
So far as I have been able to learn, the fohow- 
ing are the arrangements made with a view to 
an attack. In the first place, there is no corps 
of 5,000 men, but simply 2,000 Swiss with sev- 
eral pieces of artillery, who bave come from 
Pesaro, and halted about two leagues from Cat- 
tolica. However, dispatches received by the 
government state that this isonly the advanced 
guard of the Pontifical troops which are to at- 
tuck the Legations, and that these troops are 
composed not only of Romans, but many of the 
Duke of Modena’s men, of some Swiss from 
Naples engaged by the Pope, of a certain num- 
ber of Aus:rians who have been landed at An- 
cona, clothed io the Papal uniform, and then 
introduced into the native regiments to com- 
plete their effective, or more probably to keep 
watch over their new comrades. This collec- 
tion of mercenaries is said to form an army of 
from 10,000 to 12,000 men, intended to restore

Few of our readers, perhaps, are aware 
of the extent to which the tyranny of these 
unions is carried. Not only are men who are 
not regular members of a society subjected to 
such annoyances as are sufficient to drive them 
out of their emplover’s factory, but skilled ar- 
tizan’s are forced to submit to a code of highly 
artificial regulations, devised for the express 
purpose of restricung their activity, diminish- 
ing the productive power of their labor, and 
consequently keeping down their wages. 

The London Builders’ Union interdicts brick- 
layers, under the severest penalties, from work- 
ing with both bands at once, and laying as many 
bricks as they can within a given time, It is 
a standing order of the trade that the brick- 
layer must never for a moment put the trowel 
out of his right hand, even though it prevents 
his getting on with his work. An average work- 
men, it is said, can easily lay a thousand bricks 
in a day if he were allowed to put down or take 
up bis trowel at discretion, but the Union re- 
stricts him to laying no more than four or five 
hundred. In like manner it is decreed that no 
more than twelve bricks shall ever be packed in 
a hod at one and the same time, though the hod 


would very well hold sixteen to twenty. T’iece- 
work is prohibited ; overtime i viewed with the 
utmost jealousy, and only tolerated under very 


special and stringen teonditions. Such laws as 
these are enacted and actually submitted to by 
workmen in a free country like Kugland! And 
so wedded are these persons to this absurd and 
wicked system that they fiercely resist any at- 
tempt of the masters to procure the services of 
independent men, and are at this very mo- 
ment suffering the terrible pangs of hun- 
ger, and witnessing, with stoicism, the misery 
of their families, in order to sustain a 
system so utterly at variance with common 
sense and common morality.

head, jotlicted with such force that it must have 
produced instant death. A little apart lay her 
lade brother, about eleven years of age, with 
bis throat cut from ear to ear, and he also was 
cold in death. A portion of the bed clothes 
was still retained in his grasp, evidently show- 
ing that he made some struggle before he was 
drawn out of bed, and thus inbumanly mpr- 
dered. Near by lay her mother, in ber night- 
clothes, also dead, from the effects of a ghastly 
wound across the throat. A lrge trace of 
blood, leading from the kitchen to where she 
had fallen headlong on her face, evidenced that 
the wound was there inflicted. 

Chilled with the horrid spectacle, the young 
girl fled to the nearest house and gave the 
alarm. Pretty soon a large number of the 
neighbors had gathered at the house of dealb 
tearful spectators of a scene calculated to appal 
the stoutest heart. A careful examination, of 
the premises was made in order to discover a 
clue to the perpetrator of the triple murder. In 
the firep'ace where Mr. Windsor laid was a lit- 
tle wood and some shavings, and matches lying 
by.

German Girlvin California, 
The San Francisco correspondent of the N. 
Y. Triſune writes under date of z0th, 
as follows: 


The Germans of this city held a 8 last 
week to take measures to put a stop to the im- 
portut ion of dancing-girls from Germany. Large 
uumbers of German girls, from 12 te 18 years 
of age, are now employed ia this State at low 
dancivg houses, Which are open every evening 
and free to all. These places are frequented by 
men of coarse manners, who dance with the 
girls, and at the end of each iece each man is 
required, by custom, to take his partner to = 
bar and treat her, the two drinks costing 2 
cents. It is expected that the girls will accept 
every offer to dance. Acquaintance, neatness 
of dress, or gentility ef eontluet, is not expected 
in the men partners, During the daytime the 
girls go about the streets, usually in couples, 
playi ing the tambourine or accordeon, and sing- 
ing at the doors of grog. shops or ir ne, where 
they demand “ two bits” cash payment of ev ery 
bystander. Of course these girls are exposed 
to many temptations, and it is a matter of wor- 
der how well they guard themselves, and how 
faithful they are to their employers, The latter 
make contracts with the parents in Germany to 
pay a large price, varyiog from $1 to 85 per 
day, forthe girls during a period of several 
years, and to pay their passages to California 
and back. These contracts are usually farth- 
fully kept by the employers, and the girls rarely 
break their part of the bargain. It is the inter- 
est of the employer to prevent the girls from 
failing to the lowest grade of humanity, for if 
they should so tal they would desert bim and 
deprive him of his profits; so he manages to 
always keep two or three girls together, and 
make them serve as guardiaws for each other; 
and their comparative success deserves to be 
set down as a psychological wonder, due, per- 
haps, rather to the phiegmatic inertia of Ger- 
many than to the active virtue of humanit 
Most of the girls come from Hanover and 
vicinity of Bremen, and they are to be se 
all parts of the State. Several of them 


arrested in this city day before yesterdg, and 
an effort will be made to have them senf/to the 
House of Refuge. The German meetigi refer- 


red to passed resolutions, and requ@ted the 
Consuls of ths various German States address

Rats Destroying Crops. 
We see it stated in the papers that rats are so 
bad at Grand Pass, in Saline County, Mo., that 
they threaten to destroy the growing corn crop. 
This is strange enough; but true, we imagine. 
as strange; lor we have heard of the depreda- . 
tions of these animals before. They have been 
alarmingly numerous for several years; but 
why the rats have betaken themselves to the 
field, or why they have so multiplied upon us, 
we do not understand ; but certain it is, armies 
of rats have invaded the country from some 
quarter. 
Last spring, a 8 of this County 
lost three acres o aS ng of corn from 
rats, and he only save h of the remain- 
der by leaving heaps of corn in the field for 
the hungry rats to feed on, They literally tore 
up the ground, leaving not one hill ot seed. In 
various places we have heard of similar depre- 
dations, in all cases the rats destroying every- 
thing palatable to them that fell in their course, 
and in many places becoming so emboldened 
by hunger as to invade houses, and even beds, 
im quest of food. Weare at a loss to account 
for this angmentation of rats; but they are with 
us, and it is far more important to rid ouselves 
of them than to solve the problem of whence or 
bow they came, Every precaution should be 
taken to destroy them, and one of the most effi- 
cacious modes is starvation. Remove every- 
thing out of their reach; dismiss ali the curs, 
and supply their places with fierce and rat- 
hunting terriers, aad hunt them down on all 
proper occasions. Poison should be used wiih 
great caution. 
The Griflie, (Ga.) Lmpire State says that a 
lady in that city, whose house became so iofest- 
ed with these troublesome vermin, gives the 
simple remedy of copperas iu water, 
(make it strong) and sprinkle in the most prom- 
inent plaves.

Prospects of the Provision Trade. 
From Baker's St, Louls R porter.) 

To this time we have heard but afew observa- 
tions in regard to pork operations the approachi- 
ing season. This fact indicates to a good ex- 
tent the feeling on the subject; as it goes to 
show evidently the introduction of new features 
and the consequent incapability of operators to 
jadge how far these incidents, likely to occur, 
may affect the market. In the first place, then, 
it is generaily coneeded that the crop of hogs 
will prove larger than last year—a concession 
predicated on the statement of several State re- 
turns, especially those of Ohio, Kentucky and 
lilinois. In the second place, the heavy yield 
of corn favors the same view. Now, with such 
an amount, it is contended by one side that 
prices must rule lower, taking the further facts 
into consideration that the british Geverument 
have tabooed American meats for the public 
service, the demand in that direction for that 
object will be entirely cut off, and that our do- 
mestic consumption cannot by any possibility 
prove equal to the supply. 

Un the other side, and in answer to this po- 
sition, it is alleged that our beef and pork will 
be required by the English mercantile marine, 
and thus a trade will be opened up equal in ex- 
tent and much more satisfactory. We may 
here remark that the objection to our provis- 
ons is not based so much upon any real deficit 
in the raw material or its preparation as upon 
the damage or injury sustained by the meat in 
transitu, the close confinement daring a long 
trip producing effects which the nice discrimi- 
nation of the Eaglish commissariat rejects. It 
is known, however, as far as beef is concerned, 
that our cattle contain too much bone, and meat 
is preferred by thorough economists, whose 
thorough bred stock give this desirable result. 
It is objected, too, that American beef shrinks 
materially in the ‘boiling process, a defect at- 
tributed to grasa feeding. This defect could be 

remedied by stall feeding for a few weeks, but 
our wide add rich prairies present such cheap 
nutriment that farmers can with difficulty be 
made to adopt the remedy, although the result 
would prove equally as remunerative. 

We have the opinion expressed also, that a 
large amount of barreled pork wiil go over to be 
udded to the product of the ensuing season, 
say 200,000 bbis—an indication not only of a 
heavy amount, but of the inadequacy of our 
market to dispose of the supply under circum- 
stances more favorable than can be expected 
from present appearances, This is met by the 
counter view, that although a heavy stock was 
known to be in *he country in July and August 
last—estimated at 250,000 bbis—the liberal con- 
sumption in August very satisfactorily proves 
that but a comparatively small part of that stock 
will go over, During that mouth in New Y oak 
the consumption reached 20,000 bbls, bein 
most unpreeedented in its extent. The stoc “of 
bacon, it is urged, is in light supply, and bar- 
reled pork must be resorted to for the purpose 
of meeting the demand. Many beliive, there- 
fore, that but little, if any, will go over; while 
others figure the surplus irom 50,000 to 200, 000 
bbls. ive the op nion of both sides, as far 
as made 4 and understood, that our corres- 
pondents may judge for themselves. 

The late frosis bave disturbed the views that 
had become settled, and rendered speculative 
opinion more and more prolific. Several droves 
of hogs have already been brought from a see- 
tion or two in Obio, where the frost was se- 
verely felt, to Illinois, for the 7 — of fat- 
tening—the process, it is said, of taking the an- 
imal to the corn being cheaper than transport- 


ing the grain to the animal. Thisfact has ver- 


ified the frost news to the extent to which it 
goes, and added to the constantly accumulatiug 
statements from Northern Illinois, lowa and 
Wisconsin regarding serious damages, has pro- 
duced more or less effect. It is known, how- 
ever, that the corn crop is immense through- 
out the entire country, and but few, we pre- 
sume, will be disposed to predicate operations 
upon any injury it may thus far bare sustained. 

The crop will doubtless prove very large, and 
the question what is to be done with it?” is 
more frequently asked than answered. A good 
portion of it will be taken for bread and feed, 
another poten for distilling, while the balance 
will likely go into pork. ow the latter will 
pay, our „N ndents, are we suppose, fam- 
iar already, from — illustration. It 
has been — at pork at ze net yields 
25% per bushel for corn ; at 4e the yield is hae, 
and at ze the farmer realizes 45c per bushel. 
Of this statement we cannot speak advisedly, 
except from a general publication which has 
gone uncontradicted for several years past. 

Another matter of more or less int«rest, like- 
ly to have some influence the a proaching sea- 
son, is that outsiders will hardly rule the mar- 
ket to the same extent they have heretofore 
done. Last season they disturbed the legiti- 
mate trade tibly by in with- 
out regard to those checks and balances which 
constitute the — real safeguard to op- 
erators. The market was inflated by their in- 
fluence, and prices went up to figures that sub- 
sequent transactions have not been adequate to 
cover. We believe that parties who entrusted 
the purchase and packing of hogs to others than 
the trade—those who cut in the regular way on 
their own account—found it, in every 1 
an unprofitable business, and they will not be 
disposed to enter the field again iu a similer way 
for some time to come. The experience of last 

ear, therefore, will probably relieve the mar- 

et of these outsiders—at least such a belief is 
indulged—and with such a relief, prices will be 
mére uniformly sust ined. 

As the result of the speculative opinions ex- 
preased—and they are but few at thistime—we 
may state that opening prices are fixed at 646 
4.50. Of course a great many important chang- 
es may occur between this time and the open- 
ing of business—changes that may affect the 
entire aspect of things as at oo presented 
we — ly giving the first breathin 
the trade t expressed views of 


sellers and buyers.
